The Board acted to eliminate the requirement for an applicant for licensure as a nursing home 
administrator to take an examination on Virginia law and regulations and substitute a 
requirement that the applicant attest to having an understanding of the law and regulation.  An 
amendment to section 225, Licensure by endorsement, was omitted in error in the submission 
that was published on June 9, 2008.

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On October 16, 2007, the Board of Long-Term Care Administrators adopted amendments to 
eliminate the requirement for a state jurisprudence examination for persons applying for 
licensure as nursing home administrators.  An amendment to section 220, Qualifications for 
initial licensure, was submitted as a fast-track action and became effective July 24, 2008.  A 
similar amendment to section 225 was omitted in submission of that action.   The correction to 
the error is exempt in the Administrative Process Act under § 2.2-4006 A 3 of the Code of 
Virginia and will become effective on December 24, 2008.
